Jell, Davis, and the dishanding of the armies,

It cannot be expected at a period so near |

thegreat events themselves, thav a thoroughly
impartial and satisfactory history of the great
Awerican civil war ean be written, although
the facilities now offered for obtaining infor-
mation are such ns will perhaps more than
compensate for the absolutely judicial spirit
in which the historian of the future is ex-
pected to write, Dr. Draper is entitled to
credit, however, for having evidently
deavored to divest his mind of
prejudice, and to record the events of the
war, with their causes and cffocts, with the
pen of a philosopher rather than as a partisan,
He has produced a roally work that is
a monument of patient and thorough investi-
gotion of facts, and that will give n better
iden of the great cenflict in all its bearings
than any publication on the subject that has
yet been put before the public. Tor this
generation nt least this will be considered ns
the standard history of the American civil
war, and for the accnracy of its facts, at
least, it is not likely to be challenged either
at the North or the Bouth.
